SELFISH ATTITUDE 
BAD FOR CANADA 



Margaret Eaton School 
Graduates Urged to Be 
Citizens of World 



That this Dominion, by adher- 
ing: to a policy of “Canada for 
Canadians," shutting its doors to 

fine men and women from perse- 
cuted countries of Europe, “is 
guilty of nat’onal selfishness that 
in its own way is just about as 
dangerous to our moral existence 
as is the blatant, strident nation- 
alism that exists in some coun- 
tries of Europe," was a warning 
sounded by Mr. Joseph McCulley, 
headmaster of Pickering College, 
speaking at the Commencement 
exercises, Margaret Eaton school. 
Nationalism and racialism ram- 
pant in Europe, sometimes de- 
scribed as “man’s other religion" 
and “which denies to other na- 
tionalities virtues possessed by 
itself," is a development of re- 
cent years, and is pernicious to 
the wholesome life of world so- 
ciety, he had previously declared. 

“I do not believe that there 
was ever in human history so 
many people from so many places 
fleeing from persecution, racial, 
political, religious," he declared. 
People who have the courage to 
make their escape from intoler- 
able conditions are most likely 
to appreciate benefits of a demo- 
cratic country like Canada, and 
the few refugees who have been 
admitted thus far have created a 
favorable impression, he main- 
tained. 

Addressing the graduates, he 
urged them as young people about 
to enter the arena of life to face 
the fact squarely that “the world 
is a difficult place — not less chal- 
lenging on that account — but in- 
spiring you to put forward your 
best efforts in the hope that the 
younger generation may succeed 
where the older ones have failed." 
He begged them to hold fast to 
the ideals of democracy and work 
in a spirit of co-operation toward 
the goal of world fellowship 
which, he said, had been the 
vision of man since the dawn 
of civilization. 

The music club sang delightful 
choral numbers and Miss Flor- 
ence A. Somers, director of the 
school, presented diplomas to 
graduates, who, at the opening 
of the ceremony, made a striking 
picture in their long, graceful, 
white gowns, and bouquets of red 
roses. An interesting touch of 
color was added by the native 
dress of a little Japanese student 
who centred the row of all-white 
graduates. 

Gold medal for highest stand- 
ing was awarded to Miss Adrienne 
Clare Adams; the Charlotte A. 
Kaulbach silver medal for general 
proficiency, to Miss Winnifred 
Jackson MacLennan; honors in 
theory, Miss Adams; in practice, 
Miss Jessie Loaring.
